munltyai^ .Cariboo* as well as all tho in. 
term'edlate communities, might have " 
■ Bomi-weekly mall service. But, what 
aver diEforenco of opinion may exist as 
' to tho necefsily for a moro trequent ssr- 
Tice during the summer months, wo thiok 
■ ; all muat be agreed in this, that the I'ori- 
nightly service dariag the winter months 
a altogethor inadtquato to tho uecoesi- 
ties ol ihe interior. In former year 
Cariboo was regarded as passing tho 
winter months very much as Bruin 
does, and, thorofofo, the principle of 
less trequent.mBil.cqmmopication during' 
''"^"tbaT perfod of thdTrear came to bo ro- 
tognieed and acted upon by the Govern. 
Btnt. In more rociul years, however, 
the periodic recurrence of that sort ot 
somnambulic condition has ceased; and 
the winter months in Cariboo are now 
icarcely less active and prodactiye tbau' 
.f j-i.the Bummer mobths : and any little 
Incqoality still remaining mast now dis- 
appor before such quartz-crushing and 
maadow-devoloping outerprisos us aro 
being introduced by Mgsars L^no it 
Kurtz. To the cursory observer a 
fortnightly service may appear ioc^o* 
thing better than- It really is. To the 
great bulk of the people— indoiid, wo 
may say, to all — its practical meaning 
is monthly mail communication; for 
there is no opportunity of roouiving, 
reading and answering leltora, all with- 
in the round trip. Just think of the 
hardy and productive miners in Cariboo, 
the traders and tho mechanics, tho pro- 
fosional men and tho missionaries who 
have, as it were, ostracised ihemaelvos. 
enjoying only monlhly mail oommunicii 
tion during five months iu tho your, 
while wo in the lower ooaotry have 
somi-weokly communiaatiOD ! Thoru 
i, .need-? be no. heBitation in affirming that 

■ 'such a aervioe is as unjust to tho pooplo 
ot Cariboo as it is inudoqnato to iheir 
necessities- Tlmt it is yxnoinel) unnu- 
tisfactory wo do know, for it has con- 
Bti luted a grievance these Bevoral years. 
Let us DOW pass on to the second part 
of our sabjout— the mode of oonvoy- 
anoe. Shall the Cariboo mails bo car- 
ried on a four-horso express coach, a 
two^horso wuggou, or on the back of a 
cayooah, or, for tho matter of that, a 
Siwaah ?— for sucli is the question prac- 
tically suggested by the lorma in which 

, itonderBiare iavited. To some persons 
"' a inail gbrvice mV appear to bo a mail 
Horvico all tho same, whether porfortn- 
cd by a eoach-and-lour, wuli ulHta at- 
tractive convunioncoB and dashing ac- 
compunimonls, or by a bare-footed, 
■multy-faced native of tho forest, and 
that the Government would noi bo jus- 
stifled in paying a larger gub^dy Ibr the 
'.pno than for tho other. Yet this doc- 
" 'trine ia scare :ly in hurtuuny with tho 
recognized principles governing such 
matters in civilized countries. Lot us 
bring tho matter homo to oorselres. 
The Canadian Government undertakes 
to asiume the mail service of this col- 

■ ony when it booomes a province of tho 
Dominion, Supposo that, iu doing so, 
that Government wore to placoudoz. 
on ol Chinook caooOH, with their 
blanket sails aud ihoir swarthy crows 
redolent of ealmon, upon the rontes bo- 
Iwoen Victoria and San Francisco, aud 
between 7ie;oria arid Port Townsend, 
for the purpose of carrying our mails, 
what would bo thought of it ? It may 
be said Uial tho thing i« impossible, that 
Buch ft service eonld not bo porlormod 
by Indian cauoos. .Never mmd that. 
The priuoiplo remains tho same. Bat 
we knovr that, if fluoh a thing wore 

' flVor Bopracticablo and cheap, tho Gov- 
arnment would uot outer lam it for an 
inBtant. in Canada, aa all civilized 
SHmtriOB,tbe wodo of coavoyaaco is al* 



ways made a fundamental condition in 
grautiutt mail aubsidies, whether the 
service be by' sea or by land. Indeed, 
one nood not go beyond tho terras of 
ConfodoratiOn o£fered to this colony, in 
order to find a practical recognition of 
the principle under conBiderution. In 
agreeing to tho fortnightlv innil ficrvice 
between hero and San Franoisci, and 
tho Bomi-woekly mail service between 
hero and Puget Soand, it is oxprossly 
provided that tho vossels employed in 
the Borvioo are to be adapted for the 
oonvoyanoo ot freight and pasiengerp. 
And it must ho present to tho mind of 
every reflsotiog person that, as a rule, 
mail BubBidies in now ooaatries. are fre- 
quently given quite bb machi s conslder- 
atiou of the accommodation afforded for 
passengers '"'a^d for commerce, as for 
Iho mere transmission of mail mat" 
ter. That this universelly recognized 
prinoiplo will apply a» much to the raail 
aervico between Iho seaboard and Cariboo 
as auy where else, all candid persona uiaat 
ieal and adoiit. Indeed, it is well knonn 
(hab.itformBd an element in pait contracts ; 
and lot ua see with what r«Balti." A jour- 
ney to Usriboo, which formerly oooupiod a 
couple of weeks, Hud cost a coople of buu- 
drad dollars is now performed wiib comfort 
in liv8 dsyu, i\t on e.\p6usB of sixiy dollHts ! 
Now, vre shoald loarn with eitiomo regrel 
that there ia any intaatioa oo the psrl ol ilic 
ExeoniivB' to ■abBi'dtze ' any lesi «fGeioni 
means ol coDvayanpo between Yalo and 
13arkerville than oxiets n\ the pressat tius 
Such woulil bo a relrogade siep— ft public 
calamity, La&nt of ull should B'jch a policy 
be eotartsincd at Ibo very nioaociit when t!<e 
Domiaion GovarDment is aboet to reliuro the 
uolony of ibe expeaio of the mail sysi'^in. 
On th«jrCp/J|r|fj,-J[h|rMjr^»io«ireqDi'ed under 
any now oonlract'oiiiglii to 'bo more atnplo 
and efficient than the present one. Our own 
imprasaioQ ia tb»t, ia view of lbs imiuineoce 
of Conlederalit.n, ibo wisest policy would 
have baea to extend the prcsani service ovor 
iha four months which must carry ns into 
the DoDoinioD, IsaviDg it to Iba Federal 
Governmebt to ioaiiBarate one more liberal 
and better adapted' tb -tba wants ol tbd in- 
tarier. 11, however^ ttjore is to bs a new 
contract which m? y project its conditions 
far into the o&r/ state of sxisigoca it ihould 
be one whioh will j ritido for more frtqaeni 
communicitioD — semi-wrekiy io sammcr and 
weekly in wiotei— with Cmboo, and which 
will requira the emplojmen lo&iatiieait *» 
good a mode ofoonTeyBnos aa eziata at pre- 
sant.
